However during a 
recent cold snap he noticed what might have been the desense issue from two years ago 
returning on the 146.625 repeater. He will continue to monitor performance as the 
weather changes. 


Old Business 
Don KDOHHN reported that he, Allan K9AJC, and Al N9MAF went to Palmyra to check 
the American Legion building for a possible sight for the hamfest. The facility looked to 
be a good fit for the event. They charge $600 rent for the day plus a refundable deposit of 
$250 if we do the post event cleanup. If we need access the night before for early setup 
for vendors there would be an additional charge of $100. 

Don also reported that Allan K9AJC had contacted him to inform him that he will not be 
able to continue as chairman for the hamfest. Joe W6JFL said he would be willing to 
assume the position. Thank you, Joe. 

With further discussion about the event, it was pointed out that April 2023 would be to 
short of time to get all the arrangements made in time, with three clubs involved, to have 
a good event. There was a reference to an ARRL publication on planning a hamfest. A 
motion was made to postpone the event by Dave WOWE to delay the event until some 
time in 2024.
